THE LATEST. 


^Ith the tributaries of the Ohio pour- 
tof floods Into It at all polnta south of 
I* it La bury, and the danger line reached 
Ih many places. It le predicted that the 
river wlU equal the flood of 18#* The 
Ohio passed the danger line at Cin¬ 
cinnati, flooding the Grand Central 
station, the use of which haa been dis¬ 
continued. Rivers and crocks In Ken¬ 
tucky are all raging and great damage 
has been done. Many amall towns on 
smaller rivers are threatened with in¬ 
undation and families are moving ail 
their goods. Rain Is general through¬ 
out the Ohio valley. 

Later reports from the earthquake 
disaster at Kingston, Jamaica, indicate 
that the situation is decidedly more 
serious than was Indicated by th* 
meager dispatches out on Tuesday, 
The estimates of dSfd are now In the 
neighborhood of 1.000, The devasta¬ 
tion would appear to have been con¬ 
fined to the vicinity of Kingston, one 
dispatch giving ten miles as the radius 
of damage. The rest of the island, in¬ 
cluding Port Antonio, does not scorn 
to have suffered severely. 


The report of the Select Committee on 
Indian Territory, made to the Senate 
yesterday, criticises Secretary Hitch 
cock's withdrawal of land for the for¬ 
est reserve as illegal; recommends the 
•ale of the surface of the coaJ lands, 
but the Indefinite holding of the min 
era. rights It recommends also the 
removal of all restrictions on the aur 
plus lands of the Indians, but not from 
homesteads. 


Warehouse receipts are taxable prop¬ 
erty. the situs being the domicile of 
the owner, under a decision handed 
down by the Court of Appeals In 4 
case Appealed from Jefferson county. 
The court hold that the owner must pay 
taxes on the receipts even though the 
property may be In warehouses locat 
ed in Germany. An appeal will be taken 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States.

St Thomas, B. W. I„ Jan. 16.—Reports received here from 
Jamaica say it is estimated that 1,000 persons have been killed by 
the earthquake and fire, and that 90,000 persons arc homeless. The 

damage to Kingston alone is placed at fully $10,000,000.

MISERY INDESCRIBABLE. 


The National Board of Trade, before 
Adjournment at Washington, rejected a 
report calling for tariff revision and 
adopted a number of recommendations, 
cne being that Congress wo extend the 
executive department's power ss to 
enable it to cope with a situation like 
the recent one In California over the 
Japanese question. 

The House yesterday passed the For¬ 
tifications Appropriation Bill. No 
amendment of any kind or nature was 
mode changing Any of the amounts 
carried In the budget. The measure 
carries t5.411.8S3, which is $357,890 
more than was appropriated for the 
game purposes at the last session of 
Congress. 


After the first session of the execu¬ 
tive commltt-^e of the Southern Cotton 
Association had adjourned at Birming¬ 
ham. Ala., yesterday, following a secret 
session. announcement was made Chat 
President Harvle Jordan would not 
stand for re-election as the executive 
head of the association. 


St. Thomas, B. W. I., Jan. 16.—Noon.—Later advices received 
here from Jamaica declare that all people have been warned to keep 
away from Kingston. The stench there is described as awful. There 
is no fodder for animals, and famine is imminent. Money is use^ 
less. The banks have been burned, but the vaults are supposed to 
be safe. The misery on all sides is indescribable. Rich and poor 
alike are homeless. Provisions of all kinds are urgently needed. It 
is impossible to say where anybody can be found. The loss of life 
is very great, but the exact numbers are not yet known. The dead 
are being buried under smoldering ruins. The mercantile com¬ 
munity suffered most severely. Many professional men are dead 
and injured. The negroes are looting. Ghastly scenes are being 
witnessed. All the shops have been destroyed, and all the buildings 
in and around Kingston are in ruins. Very few of them are safe to 
live in. The Governor and his party are safe. 

It is reported that an extinct volcano in the parish of Portland 
is showing signs of activity, but this has not been verified. No news 
has yet been received from other parts of the island of Jamaica, 
communication being very difficult.

Washington. Jan. 18.—Official news of 
the disaster at Kingston. Jamaica, 
reached Washington slowly to-day; in 
fact, the first report did not come to 
hand until well along in the afternoon, 
when n dispatch was received at the I end. but America's generous action 
State Department dated "Jamaica, 3:3l| n< ^ e th® Jr** appreciated, 
p. m.. Jan. 18.” and signed “American 
Consul." stating that Kingston had 
been destroyed und thousands of lives 
lost, and stating that food was badly 
wanted. As a matter of fact, the sig¬ 
nature to the dispatch was misleading, 
for the Consul is ubeen ton leave of j 
absence from his powt. It was assumed 
at the department that the Vice and 
Deputy Conaul, William II. Orratt. at 
Kingston, had sent the dispatch. A 
reference In the cablegram to the fire¬ 
proof safe Is understood to convey as¬ 
surance of the safety of the consular 
records nnd papers. It was also regard¬ 
ed ns possible* that the message might 
have come frotn Nicholas R. Snyder, 
the American Consul at Port Antonio, 
on the Island of Jamaica. 

However, the dispatch was regard'd 
us warranting tho taking of instant 
measures of relief. Indeed, the Navy 
Department had boen In advance In 
this matter, for through Capt. Beehler, 
the officer in charge of tho naval sta¬ 
tion at Key West, wireless communlco.

— The 
Weather Bureau to-night Issued 
th* following flood warning, an¬ 
nouncing the steady rise of the 
Ohio liver and more serious flood 
conditions b«*lnw the mouth of the 
Little Kannwha rtver and the 
lower Mississippi river: 

"The Ohio river at Cincinnati to¬ 
night had reached d stage of 63.6 
feet, 8.6 feet above the flood stage, 
and still rising steadily. Addition¬ 
al warnings were Issued Wednes¬ 
day morning to prepare for still 
higher stages and further warnings 
for above flood stage* Thursday 
below Cincinnati. 

"It Is still mining In the Ohio 
valley and mor© rain Is Indicated 
for Thursday. These will render 
tho situation still more serious be¬ 
low the mouth of the Little Kana¬ 
wha. and preparations should be 
made for severe floods. Tho Mis¬ 
sissippi below Cairo Is above floxl 
stages over practically Its entire 
length, and the additional rise now 
coming down tin* Ohio will prolong 
and accentuate the lower Missis¬ 
sippi flood conditions Warnings to 
prepare for these flood stages were 
Issued about ono week ago. utid 
additional warnings giving apeclflc 
Information iu» to stages expected 
will be Issued In ample time."

Clncinnati. Jon. 18.—{gpeettAJ—Wltti 
the Ohio river steadily rising and all 
Indications pointing to one of the 
greatest floods since 1884, business 
houses along the river front ore In 
danger fnmn the raging flood. As It 
la all train service Into the Grand Con 
tral Union station haa been abandoned 
and If the water becomes much higher 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
and the Pennsylvania roads will be 
forced to make other arrangements. 

One life has been lost so far. Charles 
Anderson, a watchman on the coal 
barges, was wnshed away while trying 
to proteot the property under hit care. 

Hundreds of workmen In the factories 
and shop* along the river front have 
been thrown out of employment as the 
high water has dosed many factories. 
Many ocllara in Newport and Coving¬ 
ton, Ky., have been flooded and the low 
street* lying along the river aro under 
water. There haj» been no loss of life 
reported from the cities In Kentucky 
n«*r Cincinnati, though It Is known 
many of the residents of the lowlands 
have suffered the loss of ihelr household 
effects, not having time to remove 
them before the flood surrounded their 
homes. 

It Is predicted by Weather Forecaster 
Basalcr that the river will pass the 
68-foot stage to-morrow, and Muster 
Mechanic Meredith, of the waterworks, 
•ays tho river will reach the 70-foot 
•tag©, which will be within 18 feet 
of the high-water mark of 1884. Shanty 
boats, launches and many barges havo 
been wrecked by debris floating down 
the river. 

The Big Four, the Baltimore anl Ohio 
and the Loutsvllle and Nashvlll© have 
been forced to abandon the Grand Oen- 
-traJ station, as the water Is over the 
tracks. 

The stage at 8:30 p m. was 54 feet.

Frankfort, Ky., Jau. 16.—{Special.!— 
For threo hours to-day the Judges of 
the Court of Appeals fltt and heard 
argument by couneel In th* matter of 
the temporary writ of prohibition 
granted by ithe I'ourt against apeclal 
Judge William Comes, of the Breathitt 
Circuit Court, for the trial of the James 
Hargis murder case, counsel for Com¬ 
monwealth's Attomoy Adam*, the peti¬ 
tioner, urging that the Judge should 
be permanently restrained from pro¬ 
ceeding as ho has in the preliminary 
step* of the murder trial, and counsel 
for the defendant insisting that In the 
ucta complained of th* special Judge 
only exercised the discretion vested in 
a Circuit Judgo, and thwt It would be 
revolurtIonan| to interfere with him In 
the exercise of hi* discretion. 

Tho argument was mode by Attorney 
General Hays and A. Floyd Bird, of 
Winchester, for the petitioner, and by 
Attorneys Lewi* McQuown and J. H 
Haxnlrlgg. of th* local bar. for the de¬ 
fendant. The member* of tho court 
manifested much Interest In the speech 
es made, frequently interrupting coun 
sel to put questions regarding their 
contentions and construction of stat 
utes referred to. The argument was 
completed shortly after 8 o’clock this 
afternoon, and tho court took the mat 
ter under advisement. In the consulta¬ 
tion room of tho court the caso was 
referred to a Judge for an Inspection 
of the authorities cited by counsel, 
decision is expected to bo announced 
to-morrow, to which time the court 
adjourned.

Byrd Makes Chief Speech. 

In argument before the court, At 
torney Byrd mad* the chief speech for 
sustaining the temporary writ, and In 
the course of hi* argument laid so much 
streess upon the provisions of Section 
2.244 of the Jury statute, providing that 
at any special term of Circuit Court the 
Judge may direct the clerk to open the 
list of Jurors made ami delivered to him 
at the last regular term of the court, 
and summon them for service, that 
Chief Justice O'Rear Interrupted him 
and put the question direct to Special 
Judge Carnes, who sat with his counsel 
In the court room, os to why he did not 
oorr.ply with that section of the law. 

The answer of the Special Judge was 
that he construed that section to be 
applicable to a special term called by 
the regular Judge, and not to a special 
term called by a Special Judge named 
to try a certain caso or case*. In glv 
lng thia anmwr the Special Judge took 
occasion to tell the court that he had 
acted conscientiously at Jackson, and 
that. In ordering men summoned from 
bystanders for Jury service, he did it 
with a belief that a Jury could not b* 
secured in Breathitt county, and 
could be quickly demonstrated. He 
added that he toad no objection to go 
lng Into th* Jury wheel for the Jurors, 
but the key had not been furnished

Lexington, Ky.. Jan. 16 —[Special.!— 
Judge William Carnes heaved a nigh 
of relief as he boarded a train at 
Frankfort this afternoon headed for 
Lexington, wh^re he caught a train for 
his home in Wlllamstown.

Attorney l* confident that sufficient 
evidence to convict Dr. Murphy has 
been Introduced and Attorney Kohn for 
Dr. Murphy Insists that no evidence to 
substantiate the chaxge of murder 
against his client has been produced. 

Two contradictory bits of testimony 
coming from phyalclnns who held 
autopsies ot’er the body of Kate Bryant 
were the feature of the Sarah Murphy 
trial yesterday and on itoe contradictory 
statement* the attorneys for both the 
Common wealth and the defense base 
their hop* 1 * for cither the detention of 
the defendant or her release. 

The contradictory statements came 
from the Coroner. Dr. Harris Kelly, 
who on the witness stand yesterday 
morning testified that the cause of 
Kate Bryant’s death was pyonephros.s, 
or kidney trouble, supplemented by 
i pregnancy. 

Dr*. Weldner and Spears, who held 
the autopsy on the body of Kate 
Bryant on Saturday after her death on 
Sunday and five days after the second 
autopsy under the supervision of the 
Coroner, both stated positively that 
tho cause of death could not have b^oix 
from kidney disease*. They were unable 
to give the cause of tho young worn-* 
an’* death.

In good health and she had not com¬ 
plained to him of being 111, he said 

"She left home before daylight Thurs¬ 
day. and I did not see her again until 
I looked Into h»*r comTT^t^nday even¬ 
ing.": said the father.

The Coroner. Dr. Harris Kelly, was 
next called to the witness stand, and 
ug&in stated that In his opinion the 
cause of Kate Bryant's death was 
pyonephrosis, and stated positively 
that at the time he first saw the wom¬ 
an t* re were no blood stains on 
her clothing. 

"If there had been blood stains on her 
clothing. It would have made no dif¬ 
ference unless the autopsy developed 
that the blood hud tome from her own 
body," said the Coroner. "But the ex¬ 
amination proved conclusively that 
there had been no hemorrhage; there 
was no blood any place on her body; all 
of the organs were In normal condition 
with the exception of one kJdn«»y. 
There was no pus In the peritoneum, 
and there was absolutely no evidence 
to show that there had been an abortion 
performed or that an operation had 
been attempted." 

Dr. Kelly then discussed tho condi¬ 
tion ln which he found tho woman's 
body, and. Judging from tho condi¬ 
tion of the right kidney, which was 
enlarged, he said that he was positive 
that the woman's death was caused 
from kidney trouble. He also explained 
that the pus which was found ln the 
pelvis of tho kidney was sufficient to 
cause death, and that during pregnancy 
women often die of kidney diseases, but 
that after death absolutely no truce of 
the kidney Infection can be found. 

This statement the Coroner substan¬ 
tiated by quoting several medical au¬ 
thorities. He continued by giving a 
full account of his being called to the 
home of Dr. Murphy on the day of 
the woman’s death, nnd told In detail 
of the two autopsies which he had di¬ 
rected.

coming down the Ohio river, uni the 
Cumberland and T«nnes*ee both fall¬ 
ing utoov* here.

Scores Foraker. 


Washington, Jan. 16.—The Senate 
leaders to-ndght regard the end of 
Brownsville discussion In sight and 
Ci is confidently expected that a com¬ 
promise resolution offered by Senator 
Fcxraker just before tho close of to¬ 
day’s session Vlll be adopted. Mir. 
FVraker had the floor to make what he 
to-day expressed the hope would be the 
concluding speech on the subject. He 
will proceed immediately after morn¬ 
ing business to-cnorrow, unless inter¬ 
fered with by the special order of the 
day. -which Is the delivery of eulogies 
on tho life of tho lato Senator Bate, of 
T>onnessoa. Whether ho speako to¬ 
morrow or Friday It U expected that 
a vote will soon fallow, although It Is 
possible that other brief speeches may 
bo mode before tho end is raached. 

Whf.’a on the floor to-day Mr. Foraker 
offered & rubatltute for ail of his pre- 
rious resolutions on the Brownsville af¬ 
fair as follows: 

Reached, That the Committee on Mil¬ 
itary Affairs Is hereby authorised and di¬ 
rected by subcommittee or otherwise to 
tako and have printed the testimony for 
the purpose of ascertaining all the facts 
with rfljforer.ee to or connected with tho 
affray at Brownsville, Tox . on the night 
o: August 13. 1906. 8ald committee Is 
authorized to send for persons and papers, 
to administer oaths, to sit during tho ses¬ 
sions of tho Senate, and If deemed ad¬ 
visable at Brownsville or elsewhere, the 
expenses of the investigation to be paid 
out of tho contingent fund of the Senate.

Likely To Be Accepted. 


Quoting the resolutions of a Boston 
negro meeting Justifying tho action of 
the negro troops, Mr. Carmack said 
no more damaging indictment of a race 
could be secured than this one, written 
by Itself.

C erlnatetin volcano In perennial eruption, 
elcnliig firo and smoke* and melted lava 
from Ills agonized and tumultuous bowels. 
I can remember how In his speeches ho 
spattered the gall of his bitterness on^the 
South until I came to think that the Sen¬ 
ator wished all the white people of the 
South—-men. women, children and babes 
at the breast—had but a slnglo neck, that 
lie might sever it at a blow. I would not 
have to go back forty years or male© any 
Inquiry Into the Senator’s pedigree to 
prove by such evidence that the Senator 
from Ohio is the last man to sit In Judg¬ 
ment In a case of murder where a negro 
was tho murderer and a Southern white 
man was his victim. 

But I will no» do tho Senator such gross 
injustice as to Judge his heart by tl)Q tes¬ 
timony of hit- owr. mouth; and when iny 
Southern friends ask me If tho Senator 
from Ohio Is really ns rabid and ns bitter 
as he eaoms. I tell them no—his ferocity 
Is purely oratorical; It Is simply the lin¬ 
gering force of a tyrannical habit which 
continues to have some power over the 
tongue long after It had beer, expelled 
from tho heart. , _. . . 

If the Senator from Ohio could convict 
the president of tho charge he has made 
against him, that of Inflicting harsh and 
brutal punishment without any authority 
of law. then he will have placed the Pros- 
illewt on an eminence of Infamy from 
which no man can take him down.

Merits of the Case. 


Tho language of this provision is 
satisfactory to Senator Dodge and oth¬ 
er supporters of the Administration In 
the matter of the discharge of the ne¬ 
gro troops, and it is believed by Sena¬ 
tors that It will be quite unanimously 
accepted.

Discussing the merits of the case 
and the right of the President to act, 
Mr. Carmack said that "wherever the 
chief executive docs an act that is 
within the scope of hl3 exclusive 
powers, he is necessarily the solo and 
exclusive Judge of the facts on which 
bis act Is based. Nevertheless, for its 
own purposes and with a view to pos¬ 
sible future legislation, the Senate has 
a right to inquire into the foots of the 
case. Whatever might be our opinion 
of these facts, They could not affect the 
legality of the President’s action." 

Maintaining that the President had 
no alternative In his action, Mr. Car¬ 
mack said: "It may be a sound maxim 
In criminal Jurisprudence tha-t it is[bet¬ 
ter that ninety-nine guilty men should 
escape than that one Innocent man 
should be hanged, but it is not true 
that it Is betrter that ninety-nine mur¬ 
derers shall wear the uniform of the 
United States and carry It* ffuns to 
slaughter peaceful citizens than that 
one innocent soldier should be dis¬ 
charged. Such a maxim would destroy 
the discipline of any army.’*

Mr. Stone Disappointed. 


Senator Stone, who followed Mr. 
Carmack, expressed grievous disap¬ 
pointment although not surprise that 
what at tho outset promised to be a 
real "scrap" was to melt away to 
amity. The sting had been taken out 
of the Foraker resolution, he said, when 
the provision to Investigate the Presi¬ 
dent’s authority was eliminated. 

Senator Heyburn. following Mr. 
Stcxne, laid down the general prin¬ 
ciple that tho Senate has not the pow¬ 
er to review a competent act of the 
President. 

Senator Money said that if by legisla¬ 
tion this battalion should be restored, 
as ho had heard It hinted, to the army. 
It would be tho duty of the President 
to dismiss It Instantly if he still held to 
his present opinion as to Its guilt. 

As a member of the Military Com¬ 
mittee, Senator Scott urged that his 
commlittee or some other be allowed 
to make an Investigation before the 
questions were further argued.

Mr. Carmack held that they were at 
least out of the army and not wearing 
its uniform or bearing its arnw, and 
then gave what he regarded as the real 
purpose of the agitation—an attepipt 
to unhorse Mr. Roosevelt as the Re¬ 
publican leader.

The 
scope of his resolution wne not such 
as to bring Into the investigation the 
question of the President's power. 
However, he said, he was not particular 
about language.

He was more concerned 
about securing an opportunity for the 
men charged with crime to be heard. 

Mr. Foraker disclaimed that he had 
attacked the President.

Washington, Jan. 16.—The Fortifica¬ 
tions Appropriation BUI w r as passed to¬ 
day by the House without amendment, 
an unusual thing with appropriation 

bills. 

The appropriation bill for the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia w r as taken up, but 
no time was set for the close of gen¬ 
eral debate. During the consideration 
of the district bill notable speeches 
were made by Representative Foster, 
of Vermont, supporting tho President 
In his message on the Japanese situ¬ 
ation in California, and by Representa¬ 
tive Sheppard, of Texas, who enthused 
the Democrats by a closely prepared 
address on politics and the state of 
tho nation. 

Speaking of the "stand pat" princi¬ 
ple of the Republican party, Mr. Shep¬ 
pard said:

TAXES DUE ON 
ALL RECEIPTS 


Representing Any Commod¬ 
ity In Warehouses 


Situs For Taxation Domicile 
of Owner. 


Must Pay Here On Whisky 
Stored In Germany. 


Court of Appeals Decides 
Sellinger Case. 


APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT. 


Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
In on opinion handed down at to¬ 
day’s session of the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals it is held that ‘warehouse re¬ 
ceipts, w’herever issued and whatever 
they may represent, are intangible per¬ 
sonal property, whose situs for taxa¬ 
tion Is the domicile of the owner, and 
that they may be taxed at hla domi¬ 
cile at such value ojs they may have 
had on the day fixed by the statutes 
of the State for listing property gener¬ 
ally for taxation. 

This widely Important ruling was 
announced by the court in a case of 
the Commonwealth, for use of, against 
Max Sellinger and others, here on ap¬ 
peal from the Jefferson Chancery 
Court, First division, and in announc¬ 
ing it tho lower court Is reversed in 
Its judgment. The whole court con¬ 
sidered the case on appeal, and the 
opinion was written by Chief Justice 
O'Rear. All of the Judges concur in 
the ruling made. The decision will un¬ 
doubtedly be appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, as vast 
property Interests ini the State of Ken¬ 
tucky are involved in it, and its being 
sustained finally would mean much in 

taxes to the State and counties. 

+ * • 

Back Tax Suit. 


Tho question was raised in a case 
instituted by Auditor’s Agent George 
H. Alexander, of Douisville, through 
attorneys M. J. Holt and Ben F. Wash¬ 
er. The appellees were represented by 
attorneys Dodd & Dodd, of the Louis¬ 
ville bar. The contentions of the Au¬ 
ditor's Agent were that the property 
sought to be taxed, whisky, was ex¬ 
ported In order to escape payment of 
taxes, and. as It was to be reimported, 
the character of the title and possession 
of the ow'ner was never changed and 
It was consequently subject to taxation 
at Douisville, the domicile of the owm- 
er; and, second, that If the situs of the 
whisky be deemed to have been fixed 
In the foreign country to which It w-as 
exported, the warehouse receipts were 
nevertheless property which, being In 
Kentucky, where the owner resided, 
w’ere taxable here. 

Appellees contended that neither the 
exported whisky nor the warehouse re¬ 
ceipts could be taxed in Kentucky, 
such being prohibited by the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States making it 
not within the power of a Slate to levy 
a tax upon property which had been or 
was being exported. 

( 

Receipts Property Alone. 

The court here, in reversing the court 
below’, says the tax was not laid upon 
the whisky because It w T as being ex¬ 
ported, but w'as levied as upon- ail oth¬ 
er personal property owned by citi¬ 
zens of the Commonwealth; that the 
motive of the exporter could not be 
safely inquired Into by the State; that 
the State of Kentucky neither had nor 
should attempt to exercise further Ju¬ 
risdiction over exported goods, but that 
the w’arehousemen in the foreign coun¬ 
try w’ho issued warehouse receipts cre¬ 
ated distinct properly in the receipts, 
and each has an individual value, de¬ 
rivative, it is true, from tfie tiling upon 
which It rested, yot U doe:ned distinct 
property. 

The findings of the court on the 
points raised in the case and its con¬ 
clusions will be of wide Interest to hold¬ 
ers of warehouse receipts of whatever 
character.

Opinion of the Court. 


to these receipts until they were sold, 
which was v/lthin the period for which 
they are sought to be taxed, some of 
the whisky represented by them having 
been roshlpped—probably a third or more 
of It—to tho United States, and some to 
KcntucK**. 

The contentions of the Auditor’s Agent 
In this proceeding to tax the property 
are: (1 > that the exportation of the whis¬ 
ky wus done in order to escape the pay¬ 
ment of taxes upon it, and as it was then 
intended to reimport It to tho United 
States and to Kentucky, the character of 
the title and possession of the owner was 
never changed, and It was consequently 
subject to taxutlon in Louisville, Ky.. the 
domicil© of Its owner; (2) that If the 
situs of the whisky bo ueerned to have 
been fixed In Germany by reason of tho 
exportation, tho warehouse receipts were 
nevertheless property, w’hlch. being In 
Kentucky, where the owner resided, were 
taxable here. 

Appellee’s contention Is that neither the 
whisky nor the warehouse receipts were 
taxable In Kentucky, because under flec¬ 
tion 10 of Article 1, Constitution of the 
Unltod States, providing: 

"No State shall, without consent of the 
Congress, lay any Imposts or duties on 
imports or exports except what may be 
absolutely necessary for executing Its In¬ 
spection laws/’ It was not within the 
power of the Btate to levy a tax upon 
property which had been or was being 
exported. 

* • « 

Federal Point Not Discussed. 


Whether the inhibition of the Federal 
Constitution be against the levying of a 
tax. by way of impost or duty, upon the 
acts alone of exporting property, we do 
nut deem It necessary to decide In this 
case. It may be safely conceded that to 
levy a tax upon exported prooerty which 
should operate Indirectly as the laying of 
a duty upon tho export Is as pernicious as 
to lay u directly. We do not find the 
slightest evidence of a purpose on the 
part of the State to lay a fluty on the 
whisky because It was exported, by im¬ 
posing the lax in question. On the con¬ 
trary, th© tax is levied upon ail personal 
property owmed by citizens of this State, 
wherever situated (if subject at ail to the 
taxing Jurisdiction of the State) upon the 
sole theory that Its situs for purposes of 
taxation is the domicile of the owner, and. 
as the owner resides here, and has the 
benefit of the i>rot€vctlon of the law's and 
government of this State over his person, 
he should. In proportion to the wealth 
w'hlch attends his person, bear his share 
of the expense of the ST?Ltc government. 

Although the taxing statutes of this 
State provide: (flection 4.020 Ky Stat¬ 
utes.) 

"All real and personal estate within this 
State, and all personal estate of persons 
in this State, • * • shall be subject 

to taxation unless the same bo exempt 
from taxation by the Constitution." 

It must not be construed to mean per¬ 
sonal estate owmed by persons residing in 
this State, but which is tangible and per¬ 
manently located in other States and em¬ 
ployed there in the prosecution of the 
owner's business. Such property, not en¬ 
joying any benefit or protection from the 
laws of this Btate. but deriving much 
benefit wholly from tho laws of the Btate 
where situated, for which It is presuma¬ 
bly taxed there, is not deemed within the 
taxing Jurisdiction of this State. (pjd° n 
Refrigerator Tr Co. vs. Kentucky. 26 Sup. 
A. Rep.. U. S. 36.) , 

We not apprehend that the motive of 
the exporter could ever safely be Inquired 
into. For If a State could say to such, 
"We find the fact to be that you are noi

iporting In good faith for sale or perma- 
ajient location of your property abroad, 
therefore we will tax It. notwithstanding 
It Is export merchandise, In that way the 
State could vexatiousl.v lntcrfero with a 


subject over which Congress has been 
ceded the entire control. It Is safer to 
treut the property exported as being 
thereafter within the Jurisdiction of the 
government within w’hose territory It may 
be lodged. The whisky In the case at 
bar having been stored In a warehouse in 
Germany, where it became a part of the 
mass of property within the Germstn Em¬ 
pire. doubtless owed a duty to pay taxes 
to the support of that Government while 
there. The State of Kentucky neither 
had nor should attempt to exercise further 
jurisdiction over It for any purpose.

Warehousemen Issue Receipts. 


No Capital Stock and Total Indebted¬ 
ness May Be $250,000.

Winchester, Ky.. Jan. 16.—[Special.] 
—The Burley Tobacco Society held its 
session to-day behind closed doors, and 
but little can be learned of whart was 
done. Most of the day was spent in 
the discussion of the articles of incor¬ 
poration, which were filed this after¬ 
noon. The name is the Burley Tobacco 
Society, a branch of rhe American So¬ 
ciety of Equity. Its principal place of 
business is Winchester, and Its object 
to assist the Burley tobacco-growers 
to get better prices for their product. 

There Is no capital stuc*, and the 
total Indebtedness Is limited to $250,000. 
The incorporators are the members of 
the district committee, composed of one 
member from each county, and the in¬ 
strument provides how other members 
may be admitted. It was signed by the 
.. hairmen of thirty-one counties. The 
questions of warehouses, reception and 
handling tobacco remain to be settled 
yet. The committee will be In session 
to-mortotv and will probably take an¬ 
other day or two. 


The opinion of the court follows in 
full: 

Court of Appeals of Kentucky. — (To bo 
reported.)— February 16, 1907. — Common¬ 
wealth, for use, etc., appellant, vs. Max 
Sellinger, etc., appellees. Appeal from 
Jefferson Circuit Court. Chancery, First 
Division. Opinion of the court by Chief 
Justice O’Rear. 

Appellee Max Sellinger was the owmer 
of a large quantity of whisky in bond for 
more than five years before the institu¬ 
tion of this proceeding in the Jefferson 
County Court to require him to list the 
whisky, or the warehouse receipts evi¬ 
dencing It. for taxation, as omitted prop¬ 
erty. Sellinger has owned the whisky for 
a number of years. It hnd not been re¬ 
moved from the distillery bonded ware¬ 
house in Kentucky, where It w*as stored 
under the provisions of the revenue laws 
and regulations of the United States until 
the internal revenue tax on it had been 
paid. Just before the expiration of the 
period when, under the statutes of the 
United States, it w’as required that tho 
Internal revenue tax upon it be paid anrl 
tho whisky removed, appellee Sellinger, 
ow'ner of eay 8,000 barrels of the whisky, 
removed It for export. Under the provis¬ 
ions of the United States statutes that w r as 
allowed, the Federal Government In that 
event renouncing Its taxes against it. All 
Statq taxes were paid on It up to that 
time. The whisky was exported to Uatu- 
burg anil Bremen, in Germany, where It 
was stored In public warehouses in the 
name and for the benefit cf the con¬ 
signor. The warehousemen issued ware¬ 
house receipts therefor to the consignor, 
who was also the consignee. Appellee 
Sellinger had tho possession and the title 


The warehousemen in Germany who is¬ 
sued warehouse receipts for the whisky 
created a distinct property in the re- 
ce.pts. AVhilc in a sense they 
sentc-d the w'hlsky, being itfl symbol for 
certain purposes, it could scarcely be 
maintained, for It is not true, that they 
stand in lieu of the w'hlsky for all com¬ 
mercial purposes. Dike all symbols, they 
are fictions; so are promissory notes and 
bonds. Each is a representative or evi¬ 
dence of something else. Yet everywhere 
each has an Individual value, derivative. 
It Is true, from the thing upon w’hlcn 
It Is rested, yet Is deemed distinct prop¬ 
erty. A bond is an evidence of the prom¬ 
ise of its maker to pay its face value 
at a time ascertainable. Its original com¬ 
mercial value depends upon the value of 
the security supporting it—whether It be 
the solvency of Its maker. hl9 credit or 
the hypothecation of collateral to iqsure 
its being redeemed. Its indorser may add 
to its original value as property by his 
solvency, and so forth. Yet as so much 
paper It Is valueless whether for taxa¬ 
tion or trade. It may rest for the se¬ 
curity of its redemption upon real estate, 
or for that matter whisky, mortgaged, 
while It derives its value as a com¬ 
mercial asset In part, or maybe In whole, 
from the mortgaged property securing It, 
It is alw'ays and everywhere deemed prop¬ 
erty of the value w’hlch It may have in 
the market, and may be taxed, although 
the property mortgaged to redeem it Is 
beyond the taxing district, and may also 
be taxed where It Is situated. 

A warehouse receipt partakes of sornc- 
of the same features. Its original value 
may depend entirely on the value of the 
chattel 'it represents, and which Is deemed 
to be in pledge to redeem It. But such 
receipts are generally negotiable, as bond* 
and bills of exchange are. Each indorser 
may add materially to their value. Thev 
float upon the markets of the world as 
property, as surely as bonds are property. 
Whoever owns them owns that much of 
assets having such value a.« tho market 
affords to them, which may be sold, hy¬ 
pothecated, attached for debt, and are th# 1 
subject of Inheritance. Dike other choses 
In action their situs Is that of their own¬ 
er. His security and comfort given to 
h!m by the Government enable him to 
hold and enjoy them.

Evidence of Title. 


Nor Is It true that as they ore issued 
upon hlo w'hlsky they are In effect evi¬ 
dence merely of his title, as his deeds to 
his lands in a foreign State may be. Title 
deeds in this country arc not such prop¬ 
erty as that they have an independent 
value or a market value. The warehouse¬ 
man who stores whisky becomes Its 
bailee; he has a special property In It; he 
who lodged It there exchanges It to the 
warehouseman for the Jotter’s negotiable 
receipt!), commercial paper, promhvs to 
redeem, and Independent of the receipts 
the former owner no longer has the prop- 
ertv in the whisky any more than tho 
mortgagee has the property In the mort¬ 
gaged chattel. 

We arc of opinion, and without hesita¬ 
tion hold that warehouse receipts, wher¬ 
ever Issued, and whatever Jhey may rop- 
rf\sent. are Intangible personal property, 
whose o’.tus for purposes of taxation Is 
the domicile of their ownor. They may 
be and should he taxed at his domicile 
at such value as they may have had on 
the day fixed by the statute for listing 
property generally for taxation. 

Wherefore the Judgment is reversed and 
cause remanded for proceedings consis¬ 
tent herewith.

Ohio River Floods. 

The present stage of the Ohio river, 
coupled with the weather conditions, 
"naturally tends to create apprehension 
of a disastrous overflow, but while the 
stream Is out of it* banks and will 
doubtless flood adjacent lowlands. It 
has not yet reached a stage 
**hich threatens such extreme height 
as hss. at long Intervals, created wide¬ 
spread damage here and elsewhere. A 
high stage of water, such as tho pres¬ 
ent, Is very unusual In January, which 
la ordinarily a cold month, characteris¬ 
ed by Ice and snow Instead of rain, the 
higher water generally following in 
February as the result of milder 
weather sufficient to molt the snows 
of the preceding month which, when 
attended with rain, has made that 
month notable for its floods. 

The first flood In the Ohio of which 
we have account was In March, 1774. 
which was noted In pioneer annals as 
"a remarkably high fresh It M The sec¬ 
ond was in 1784. and the third In 1817, 
showing their Infrequency, with no ele¬ 
ment of periodicity. In February. 1832, 
occurred the most disastrous of any 
previously known. On February 17 It 
leached a height at Covington of 
alxty-three feet above low -water mark, 
but did not attain the greatest height, 
at Louisville, of forty and eight-tenths 
feet above low-water mark until the 
21st. The flood extended to the Missis¬ 
sippi and created a disastrous overflow 
of the bottom lands. In 1847 tho next 
Ohio flood occurred, December 18, reach¬ 
ing a point only nine Inches below that 
of 1832. Many homes In Louisville on 
the low grounds near the river were 
undermined by the water and toppled 
over, while a number of persons and 
much stock were drowned. In 1858 
there were three great freshlls In the 
Ohio in June, and on June 16 the river 
was higher than at any time since 
1847. Tills flood also created much I 
damage to cotton and other crops in | 
the Mississippi valley, as It wa* con-' 
current with a flood from tho Missouri. ( 
On January 23, 1882, there occurred 
what was thereafter known as the flood 
of 1862, when the river rose to & higher 
point than in 185$, thereby making the | 
highest water since 1847. 

There was then no very high water I 
in the Ohio until In February. 1883. 1 
when it reached the highest point , 
recorded up to that time, being foriy- 
four feet and five-tenth* above low- ; 
water mark. This, however. was ex- | 
coeded in the following year, when on ! 
February 17, 1884, the river reached the 
unprecedented height of forty-six feet ; 


and seven-tenths above low-water 
mark. There had been very cold 
weather !n January, the thermometer 
having registered elghtcn degrees be¬ 
low zero on the 6th and the weather 
being very cold during the entire 
month. But from the 8th to the 12th 
of February very heavy rains prevailed 
upon ail the headwaters, which melted 
the deep snow, and on account of the 
frozen earth the water was carried 
quickly Into the streams, overflowing 
the whole valley of the Ohio from Its 
sources to the mouth. In LnulsvtUe all 
that portion of the city along the river 
front was submerged, while the Point. 
8hipplngport and Portland. In whole or 
great part, similarly suffered. The In¬ 
habitants were in many rases compell¬ 
ed to abandon their homes or to move 
Into the upper stories, while many 
houses were swept away or toppled 
over. The damage to property could 
hardly be estimated, as In many In¬ 


stances the houses, w here left standing 
had suffered so much injury as to re¬ 
quire to be torn down. Fortunately the 
flood was <*f short duration and the 
weather mild, which minimised the suf¬ 
fering of those exposed to It. 

The present conditions, which have 
prevailed, with the exception of a few 
day*, from the beginning of the New 
Year, arc abnormal. Instead of the 
usual winter weather the thernv>m©t'r 
has not been, but for a few days, below 
the freezing polnL Halt) has prevailed 
during tho greater psrt of the time un¬ 
til the rainfall for the first half of the 
month was eight and fifteen-hun¬ 
dredths of an inch, being six and forty- 
five Inches above the normal, liiese 
conditions have obtained very g-ivT-illy 
throughout the region drained by the 
| Ohio. The consequence Is that the river 
at this point has reached very near ihc 
danger line, which Is twenty-eight fool 
above low water. There is yet a good 
margin before it can reach flood-height, 
which in 1883 wa* forty-four and In 
1884 forty-six feet. The failure of the 
cold wave, which envelops the North¬ 
west. to Include the Ohio valley In its 
embrace, may prolong existing condi¬ 
tions a while longer, but the greater 
probability Is that wo shall not long bs 
debarred from our share of winter, a 
very few day* of which, with cessation 
of rain, would check further rise In the 
river and restore It b> normal condl-

Subsidy Grabbers Score. 

It looks like the proposed compromise 
on the shipping bill which the Courier- 
Journal mentioned a week ago had been 
consummated. It wa* necessary to 
reorganise the committee to do it, but 
It wo* done. Before the committee vot- 
*d to report the subsidy bill the Chi¬ 
cago Record-Herald had this new* from 
Washington, under the date of Jan¬ 
uary 14: 

“A subsidy bill will be reported by the 
House Cbmmttte© on Merchant Maxine to¬ 
morrow. The committee wan rcorgxni* d 
to-day to tho extent necersary to brotk 
the deadlock that has prevailed for weeks 
prceenUUtv© Uttauer. of New York, 
being appointed Co lake the place of Rep¬ 
resentative Ftaok. wtjo 1 *ui been unairi© 
to attend the suasions of the committee 
In addition a RopUblk'an member. Ore ne, 
of Mku«ochu*ett*, who has a pair with 
Splgtw. of Mtastaelppt, Denjocrot, has 
ntude It known that when tho commit*** 
meet* to-morrow, if his vote In n-c©fairy 
to report the bill, he will break hi* j*.T 
He had written Mr. Splght to this effect. 

Tho bill approved by tho committee 
by a bare majority provides a sub¬ 
vention estimated to amount to 83.- 
750.000 a year for seven line* of steam¬ 
ships R 1* assumed that stealing the 
money of the people to give to In¬ 
dividuals will be more grateful when 
called a “subvention" than when call¬ 
ed a subsidy. The substitute bill was 
reported by Mr. Llttaucr, the new* 
member of the committee, who wo*' 
put there for that purpose. Attentive 
readers of the newspapers will re¬ 
member Mr. Llttaucr as one who got 
a sort of Scotch verdict when serious 
charges were preferred against him. 
He 1* a marvelously proper man to re¬ 
port such a bill, but k unfortunately 
appears that he ha* more eminent moil 
back of him In this raid upon the treaa* 
ury. ^ 

It Is worth noting that all the Dem¬ 
ocrats present voted against the bill. 
There are six Democrats on the com¬ 
mittee, but Mr. Bplght, of Mississippi, 
was paired with Mr. Greene, of Massa¬ 
chusetts. It was not necessary for 
Greene to break his pair, so he appears 
not to have voted. Mr. McDermott, of 
New Jersey, seems not to have been 
present, and it Is not reported that he 
was paired. If hls vote had been re¬ 
corded on the register it would have 
been necessary for Mr. Greene to break 
his pair, which he was said to be ready 
to do. It is worthy of remark that 
such method* are needed to promote 
spoliation In those cases where a 
strong public sentiment against It has 
been aroused. 

The Semite Bill, which is a very ob¬ 
jectionable measure, wo* laid before 
the committee and several Democrats 
voted for It. The Republicans wore 
thereby compelled to vote on the other 
side to prevent the Senate BUI from 
being reported. The vote* of the Dem¬ 
ocrats In favor of reporting It were 
doubtless given because they felt sure 
that It could not pass the House. If 
a subsidy bill had to be reported they 
favored reporting one that would not 
pass. Tho Republican* who voted 
against tho Senate Bill were, no doubt, 
nearly all in favor of It, but they de¬ 
sired a bill that would pass, even If it 
did not take a* much money out of :ho 
treasury us th« bill which they realty 
favored. 

With Speaker Cannon conspiring to 
promote the passage of this bill It* 
chances In the Huu#© must be consid¬ 
ered very good. The Speaker general¬ 
ly decides what shall pass and what 
shall not. while the other member* of 
the majority draw their salaries for 
their seal In giving Lhe sanction of 
law to the will of the Speaker. If tho 
bill passes the House It will go to the 
Senate, which may accept the substi¬ 
tute, but It is more probable that the 
bill will go to conference, where It will 
be "perfected," a* the phrase Is. It Is 
pretty certain that no objectionable 
feature will be eliminated. but It Is by 
no means so certain that tnojiy others 
mny not be added. In theory a Com¬ 
mittee of Conference Is Intended to 
reconcile the differences between the 
two House*. In fact It often makes 
what Is in effect a new bill, and U is 
put through, along with other stoals. 

In the lost days of the session. 

Perhaps it Is just as well that the 
advocates of this raid on the treasury 
are to have their way. If they did not 
give the money In the treasury* to the 
shipowners they would give It to other 
subsldlsts. Their measure will not re¬ 
habilitate the American merchant ma¬ 
rine. and they know It. Some of the peo¬ 
ple do not know it, but they will And It 
ot*t. The people who get the money will 
not be satisfied, and will come back for 
more, saying that the bill did not have 


1 


the effect Intended because It did not 
appropriate enough monel. The Ameri¬ 
can people must determine sooner or 
later whether their money Is to b- giv¬ 
en away to men who contribute to 
elect Ctmgrvsemen and Presidents. It 
has been going on for sum- time, but 
the appetite grows with what It feeds 
on. After a while these favored sub¬ 
sidy grabbers will want all the net 
earnings of the American people, and 
If the people continue to elect a ma¬ 
jority of grafters to Congress they will 
get what they demand. The sooner 
the task of turning the rascals out is 
begun the sooner It will be accom¬ 
plished. and the better It WlU be for 
all par ilea The measure of the iniqui¬ 
ty of the Republican party Is not yet 
full, but the rage to till It is great 
and Inextinguishable. The need of 
the country Is about 260 now face* 
In the House of Representative* and 
about sixty-five or seventy In the 
Benate. If we gvt that number of the 
right kind the days of subsidy grab¬ 
bing will be ended. Otherwise they will 
go on a* long as there Is anything to 
steal. 


Spooner and Tillman. 

No two men In public life are more 
different, one from the other, than Mr. 
Tillman, of South Carolina, and Mr. 
Spooner, of Wisconsin. Mr. Tillman Is 
almost primitive. Ills emotion* comrol 


him. Hls paartons run him amuck. In 
the heat of delate he fling* aside the ! route* and were thus gaining on Ger- 


eog and he never gained for Germany 
the territory he longed for. But mlli 
he has hi* “world policy," and still h 
Is determined to carry It out some day. 
Why hls persistence* Why hi* Indom¬ 
itable zeal? Why hls dcs'gn* on ths 
lands of other nations? 

Herr Demburg said that the English- 
speaking nations of ths world in th# 
middle of the Eighteenth century num¬ 
bered 9.000.000 people and the German- 
speaking nations at the same time 30.- 
000.000. To-day hv figure* It 120,000,- 
000 Hpoak Englliih and only 70.000.00? 
hpenk German. Gcrnmny lost a posi¬ 
tion of relative Importance In the world 
because, having no colonies, she was 
dependent on other countries for raw- 
materials and food supplies. 

The Colonial Director made the situ¬ 
ation of Germany seem ail the more 
gloomy by contrasting her limited Held 
of operations with that of other Pow¬ 
ers. He put especial emphasis upon 
the United State# In this particular. 
He described the rapid development of 
the American republic and Its Increas¬ 
ing economic Importance and commer¬ 
cial Influence throughout the Western 
hemisphere, to the detriment of Eu¬ 
ropean nation* Light and electrical 
power plants In Brasil had pus >td from 
German to American hands; great 
mining undertakings on the Pnoipc 
coast of South America were In ths 
hands of Americans: Japan and Amer¬ 
ica were favored by shorter freight 


dignity that should be worn with hH 
toga os a man plunging Into a free-for- 
all fight discards his coaL Ho becomes 
a victim of hls own vehemence. The 
tongue wag* the man. 

Mr. Spooner la a great lawyer, a fine¬ 
ly-educated man, a ixrid and careful 
tnolder of legislation, a (raster crafts¬ 
man, who may be trusted for his abil¬ 
ity further than for hls sincerity, an 
orator who never forget* hltnself. 

If the people of the United State* 
were forced to chnose Tillman or 
Spooner as the maker of the no/.Ion's 
laws they would do very well to decide 
upon the "fire-eater." In the Rate Bill 
light of last session Mr. Tillman ap¬ 
peared at much better advantage as a 
representative of the people and an 
enemy of fraud than did Mr. 8pooncr. 
Given unlimited rope In South CsiMlna. 
Mr. Tillman would not hang any ne¬ 
groes to high lirnbs or burn any ne¬ 
groes at the stake. Given the mmo 
amount of rope In the Senate, Mr. 
Spooner would probably suspend tho 
people from a sour apple tree, burn the 
Federal Constitution, and turn tho rail¬ 
roads and other corporation* loose to 
ptilago the lAJid. He would do It In an 
entirely dignified, gentlemanly and 
statesmanlike manner. Mr. Tillman, 
raging a* the heathen rage and 
anathema.*. Htlng the North and the Nig¬ 
ger, Is not ns dangerous in the Senate 
as Mr. Spooner, fputting legal hair* 
with the ruRor edge of hi* finely-whet¬ 
ted Intellect. 

But in tho debate now in progress 
the Wisconsin lawmaker npp-ar* to 
much Letter advantage than the South 
Carolina noise-maker. Mr. Spooner's 
arraignment of Mr. Tillman was mas¬ 
terful and crushing. Mr. Tillman's re¬ 
ply will doubtless be gory and In¬ 
adequate. As Mr. Tillman Is upon rec¬ 
ord a* favoring shooting, hanging and 
burning negToea, and as he has re legat¬ 
ed tho moral and civil law' to hell upon 
several occasions, he Is not in a position 
to quibble over the President having, 
a* he alleges, exceeded hls authority 
In attempting to rebuke midnight as¬ 
sassination In Texas, and remove a 
part of the stain from the arms of tho 


nrany in supplying the Chinese market, 
while the planters of the Southern 
States were trying to arrange for the 
control of the price of ootton. 

In view* of these fact* and condi¬ 
tion* It l* Imperative, in the mind of 
Ihc Emperor, that Germany have 
colonial strength. The nation should 
cease to be dependent upon other 
countries for provisions and supplies. 
She should put herself in position to 
supply all her need# from her own 
soli. Just now Germany's possessions 
in Southwest Africa afford the best 
promise. By proper cultivation a great 
part of Germany's requirements In 
raw materials could be obtained from 
them, and German manufacturers and 
working people could be assured of be¬ 
ing able to Influence price* throughout 
the world, as against foreign monopo¬ 
lies and high tariffs. Productive colo¬ 
nies, moreover, are not to be despised 
as strategic and practical weapons 
when It becomes necessary to make 
arrangement* with other countries for 
reciprocal trade. This Is the Imperial 
argument. 

The Colonial Director show* that 
Germany's necessities are pressing. 
The motive of the Kaiser's "world 
policy" la deep-seated and potent. The 
recent action of the Kaiser In Irately 
proroguing the RelChstig because of 
its rejection of a bill providing for u 
vast Appropriation for the nations 1 
colonial system 1* readily understood. 
The why* ami tho wherefores of the 
German policy have been plain to stu¬ 
dents of international politics long be¬ 
fore Mr. Dernburg's explanation, but 
hls word* ihow how profoundly the 
Emperor and others In authority feel 
regarding Germany's economic quan¬ 
dary and tho protects of the future. 
Under the circumstances we may ex¬ 
pect to see the Kaiser continue at hi* 
old game, ever watchful of a chance 
to get Into trouble und emerge from 
It with more territory and never fall¬ 
ing to busy hlntself with international 
matters that may furnish him the 
great cbnnoe. Blnce about all tho ter¬ 
ritory of the world worth having 1* aJ-

The Kaiser's "World Policy.^ 

Ir: explaining to the convention of 
the German Chambers of Commerce 
the foundation and motive of Emperor 
William's *o-c*iled "Weltpolitlk"—or 
world policy—Colonial Director D:*m- 
burg added greatly to tho world’s visi¬ 
ble supply of information. The Emper¬ 
or's reign tins been characterize d from 
the beginning by much activity in ex¬ 
ternal matters. Th* monarch has been 
a sort of International busybody. 
than onoo when trouble was immi¬ 
nent he has been suspected of being 
the cause. The one great aim In m»nd 
was the acquisition of territory. Great 
Britain and the United States, the two 
mighty rivals of Germany, had terri¬ 
tory of vast extern; Germany's future 
seemed circumscribed by her narrow 
territorial boundaries. The Emperor's 
trick*-have been failures so far. Some¬ 
how', his plans always have slipped a 


The South Is profiting In one essen¬ 
tial respect by the mild weather pre¬ 
vailing In the more northern States. 
Usually a-t this season It has been In¬ 
vaded by a vast army of tramp*, beg¬ 
gars and similar undesirable visitor*. 
But with no cold weather to drive 
them from their Northern haunts they 
are crowding to the cities of higher 
latitude*.

ready the annual sum we are spooling 
to oil each other’s palms runs tmo the 
millions, ami the practice I# Increas¬ 
ing so rapidly that goodness only know* 
where It will end If something Is not 
done to remedy tlio evil. 

Take the case of your smiling friend, 
the Pullman porter Du you know that 
the dimes and quarters and half-dollars 
given him by our traveling public every* 
year amounts to more than two million 
dollars, that we present him with $3,- 
Ctd every morning before breakfast? 
IxH's flguro It out. There are about 
8.CD0 porters In the employ of the Pull¬ 
man company. If the total amount re¬ 
ceived by each of them was a dollar a 
day, that would be |8,000. But in order 
to make allowance for time off, ami 
for stingy or frugal travelers who give 
little or nothing, suppose we knock 
off a couple of thousand dollars every 
morning. That would make 16.000 a 
day, or 12.180,000 for the year. 

This generosity on the part of the 
traveling public would be ait right If 
the porters got tho benefit of It. But 
they do not. Under present conditions 
the tips are merely another source pf 
profit for the already f&tterxd coffers of 
the Pullman company. One would sup¬ 
pose that oil the time of a grown-up 
man. In most Instances with a family 
to support, would at least be worth ten 
dollars & week, car forty dollars a 
month, to a rich concern earning mil¬ 
lions of dividends. But the porter is 
paid only twenty-five dollars a month, 
and is left to get the remainder from 
the public. Therefore the Pullman 
company, on account of the tips given 
fcs employes, makes a saving of fifteen 
dollars per month on each one of them, 
amounting to $120,000, or S 1.440,000 a 
year. This Is as much of a "pick up*' 
to tho sleeping car trust as If It found 
that much money lying around loose 
somewhere. It makes that saving In 
the salaries of Its men. simply because 
the public steps up OJid foots the bill. 

After the thousands of passengers ar¬ 
riving at their destinations In this coun¬ 
try every morning turn over $6,000 to 
the Pullman porters, they give away 
another thousand to station boys who 
carry their bags out from the train. 
Before they get comfortably Battled 
down to tho breakfast table another 
donation of $2,000 or such a matter Is 
made to hack driver*. Then the wait¬ 
ers proceed to "get theirs." After the 
porter* no other class^ of servants de¬ 
pend so much upon tips ns the waiters. 

• • • 

System of Sharing Tips. 


In many of the large establishments 
In the cities the attendants have a per¬ 
fectly organized system for securing 
and sharing the proceeds they get from 
the public. One way of working it is 
liko this: When you enter the dining¬ 
room for a first moal at a hotel, tho 
head waiter places you at a table and 
then watches carefully when you leave 
to see If you fee tho waiter. If you 
heave some change tho head waiter 
claims part of U. If the one who at¬ 
tended you should refuse to divide, the 
next timo you enter the dining-room 
you will be put at some other table 
presided over by & "square" man. 

Sometime* the only way a waiter can 
get prompt sendee In the kitchen for a 
cornea a j favored guest is to "*ce" the server. 

Thus, when you leave a quarter under 
the edge of your plate it does not al- 
waj'M go Into tho pocket ^>f the man 
who attended you, as you might sup¬ 
pose, but l* distributed among a num¬ 
ber of employes with whom you do not 
come In contact. If you fall to leave 
any change under your plate, and re¬ 
main at that hotel for any length of 
time, you will be likely to receive scant 
consideration, for the servants will bo 
busy looking after those people who I + 


he probably doesn't need a shampoo 
at all.

Tip* Now Demanded. 


Many people are undoubtedly prompt¬ 
ed to tho giving of tips by the desire 
lo be generous with someon* leas for¬ 
tunate than themselves In the matter 
of wages or Income. While this la a 
most commendable principle, and may 
have served that end at an earlier 
time In this country, now tho condi¬ 
tion* ore such that rectng i* hard ly a 
voluntary action. Thoee who formerly 
received your gratuity as a g«xid will 
offering, now arbitrarily demand the 
same and punish you by neglect if you 
fall to give It. Then their master* 
atop In and reduce their pay, *o that 
they are no better off than before— 
worse off, in fact, because they have 
to prey upon the public to get a living 
wage. 

Once when I wa# discussing tho mat¬ 
ter of giving tips with a foreigner, he 
made the following explanation of why 
It is done In Europe. "It 1* merely a 
little cash concession made to men who 
havo to labor at tasks not quite worthy 
of human dignity. It Is not. If you 
think of It, quite worthy of human dig 
nity that a nan should spend nU lUe 
In setting down baked meats on a 
board for other men to eat. Thl* Is 
why we have Invented tips, to recon¬ 
cile men to perform menial office* with 
an appearance of con ten tin ent." 

Any self-respecting man who wins 
for hls living ought to resent such an 
attitude as this. Honest labor of r.nv 
kind, even of a personal character, LU- h 
as waiting on the table, or shaving a 
man. or moving one's baggage. I# a 
necessary function of living, and i*ui 
be quite dignified If it I* done in a dig¬ 
nified way. When a doctor lances a 
boil, or a dentist fills a decayed tooth. 
It Is personal service even nor© ob¬ 
jectionable than bringing one a beef¬ 
steak or combing one's hair, except 
that a doctor or a dentist does not 
hold out hi* hand behind hls back and 
allow you to govern Ills treatment of 
you by dropping Into It whatever you 
feci like giving.

Should Refuse Money. 


The functions of th© waiter and th© 
barber are noeessary parts of our liv¬ 
ing. Wo are all more or less dependent 
on each other, and the most menial 
service Is respectable If done In a re¬ 
spectable manner. Here U a chance for 
organized labor to assert Itself. Re¬ 
ceiving chance gratuities In tho pkico 
of salaries is neither dignified nor 
profitable, and it U demoralizing. The 
particular classes of labor that receives 
tips should stand together and refuse 
to take them- They should demand 
wages In keeping with the service they 
render. 

That taking chance tips Instead of re¬ 
ceiving an adequate salai y is not profit¬ 
able Is shown by the condition of affairs 
abroad. In those countries where the 
tipping system has been In vogue the 
lung' st labor Is the most debased. In 
Berlin one Is even expected to lip the 
street car conductor. Will we ever 
come to that? In Vienna ono must 
fee the Janitor who lots him In or out 
of hls own house at nlghL Practice 
has made this so universal that It is 
almost as binding as If It were law. 

And yot that porter, working about 
the house all day and having hls sleep 
broken at all hours during the night, 
does not take In as much money In a 
week as a newsboy makes In America 
during an hour in tho afternoon. It 
Is a well known fact that in many of 
the swell cafes In Parts the waiters 
not only work for nothing, but give as 
much as five dollars a night fo^ the 
privilege of working there. It goes 
without saying that the patron* of 
these places are forced to give hand¬ 
some gratuities or get the worst of it 
from a crowd of men serving them 
under such circumstances*

Washington. Jon. 16.—[Special ]—As 
WtLs expected. Representative Sherley. 
of Louisville, to-day declined to ac¬ 
cept the position on tl»c House Ju¬ 
diciary' Committee, to which he yester¬ 
day was appointed by Speaker Cannon. 
In taking this course he won the gen¬ 
eral commendation of the House Demo¬ 
crats. who highly praise his unselfish¬ 
ness and the example of party spirit 
set by him. Representative Williams, 
the Democratic leader, was particularly 
gratified over the decision of the Louis¬ 
ville member. 

"I regard Mr. Sherley’a action as en¬ 
tirely proper,'* said Mr. Williams to¬ 
day. "Ho was actuated by a sound 
sense of duty to hie country and hie

Wants First Whisky Ruling To Stand 


In a brief filed with the Secretary 
of Agriculture to-day Phil B. Thomp¬ 
son makes a pica ror the sustaining 
of the Secretary's original order rela¬ 
tive to branding. 

"It scorns to me," Mr. Thompson 
says, "that the element predominating 
in quantity. In every mixture, should 
furnish the name of the compound. 
Take, for example, a compound of 
spirits and whisky. If the percentage 
of spirits prevailing should be called 
compound spirits, and the tag or label 
should show the amount of whisky If 
any is added to It. All of the people 
who wero examined at Louisville 
agreed that about one to seven was 
the proportion In which spirits and 
whisky were put together; that Is to 
*ay. 8714 per cent, of neutral spirits 
to 12H per cent, of whisky. Thbi should 
certainly be called compounded spirits 
and not compounded. It was con¬ 
tended that whisky was only added to 
the spirits for the purpose of giving 
flavor and color. That being the case, 
as presented by Mr. Atherton, a re¬ 
tired whisky manufacturer and dealer, 
how does whisky, if a like substance, 
give either color or flavor different 
from spirits? It Is the difference be¬ 
tween the two that gives both and ren¬ 
ders them unlike.

TP set It 
aside would nullify the law and re¬ 
turn to tho condition which existed at 
tho time of lts enactment. It would 
even be worse. For Congress, having 
attempted to apply a remedy and fail¬ 
ed. It would be construed ns an In¬ 
dorsement of the practices heretofore 
In vogue by the adulterators and mis- 
brandera It would encourage tho very 
frauds, deceits, adulterations and mis¬ 
brandings which It was designed to 
suppress.

NEW ALBANY HAS BATCH. 


A meeting of the Committee of ritlzen# 
and Cuunc'ftiun. together wtth the May¬ 
or nnd th® Board of Public Works, was 
held at the Mayor's office :n New Aibony 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
discussing questions concerning the 
asphalt Improvement of Sast Main street 
A number of Interested citizens were 
present nnd the dlrcusston at times be¬ 
came very an'mnted. The majority of 
the citizens preernt, Including Dr. John 
Maslewood, who Is a member of the Otl- 
xeni/ Committee, were In favor of post¬ 
poning tho inspection of the street for 
several months. Others advocated the 
Board of Public Works reputing to accept 
from th© contractor, the Barber Asphalt 
Company, the improvement This, Lhcy 
claimed, would necessitytt tho contractor 
bringing null to compel the Board of 
Works to accept the street and In that 
case the company would be required to 
show' that the Improvement was undo 
according to the pfaus and specifications 
and was effective. 

After a lengthy dlomsslori a motion 
wws carried that three experts be selected 
to examlr.o and report on tho street. One 
of the*v experts was to be choeen by the 
committee, one by the Mayor and the 
other by the Barber Asphalt Company, 
the contractor. The motion wju* carried. 
Dr. R W. Harris, a member of the Coun- 
ell manic Committee, voting In the nega¬ 
tive, while the other members of the 
commlttrc voted In favor of the selection 
of experts, excepting Dr. John Haxlewood, 
who hnd left the room before the motion 
tvtui put. The committee Is competed of 
Dr. Haxlewood. John Finger and Charles 
Kochenrath. members of the CltHens' 
Comm ttee appointed by the Mayor #*v 
era! we«ke ago. I>r. Harris and George 
Sirark composing the Cmincilmanic Com¬ 
mittee. No time was set for the Inspec¬ 
tion. Considerable opposition has been 
manifested ail ivlcmg bv the Interested 
property-ownr-rs to the Improvement, os 
it w;ia claimed by them that there were 
material defects In the construction of 
the street. The only way the mutter con 
be settled ts to have a thorough and hon¬ 
est Inspection and If the street has been 
properly made It should he paid for. 

To Destroy Gambling Devices.

•uthorHi^-e of that city have now stored 
at the Centra] station a largr quantity of 
gambling appliances and the nutbor.tie* 
are at a loss as to what disposition to 
tr.oJte of th©m. 

Several months ago a raid was made on 
a room at the rear of a Ms In-at reel s i 
loon of that city and twenty-five slot mn 
chines were seized by the police. Th*y 
were carted around to the police station 
and titnck«*d away in one of the cells. 
Upon trial the owner of the saloon where 
they ware captured was acquitted for the 
reason that nr had no control over the 
machines Since then the owner ha* not 
laid eWJin to them and they remain at the 

S iMce station, no one having authority to 
»*troy them. 

Shortly after the ilot machines wero 
captured a raid was mad® on u lottery 
plant operated in a stable In the «o*t end 
of New Albany and all the paraphernalia 
for conducting the lottery. Including a 
wheel, a printing press end various other 
iVvlceo. wn* raptured. Complaint* w^r* 
filed against two men. support «i to tx* th** 
operators, but nothing was ever don® In 
th© case and. as no one appeared t«» own 
the lottery dead cos. which wero valued nt 
f*X>. they also remain in ths custody of 
the officers^ Should the MU puss and th® 
hiw b® enacted the officers will be au¬ 
thorised to destroy thra* cabling devices.

That the surface of th© uOO.OOO acres of 
COgl lands segregated In IW2 be sold, but 
(hat th© mineral rights bo Indefinitely re 
tati.od os the property of the Indians. 

Thnt all restrictions bo removed from 
the surplus lands of all citizens of the 
flvs civilized tribes, except minors. 

That the restrictions us to homoeteads 
of the members of the tribes who are not 
of Indian blood, including Intermarried 
whites and freed men. be removed. 

That th© restrictions on th® home 
steads of Indians of either full or mixed 
blood should be retained 

Thnt, with reference to oil ond gns 
lenses, th® regulation requiring a do-, 
posit of $7».000 by leaser* should be modi¬ 
fied. or dhq>en*ed with; that bases may 
be allowed without requiring the con¬ 
sent of the Secretary of tne Interior, find 
that some tribunal in th© Territory be 
authorised to perform this service, and 
that the regulations governing pip* lines 
b© so nvxdlfitd as to pertnit tho construc¬ 
tion of new lines 

The surface land In the 500,000-acre 
cool land segregation Is estimated to 
b© worth from $10 to $15 per acre and 
the mineral rights from $5 to $40 an 
acre.

President of Southern Cotton Asso¬ 
ciation Aroused C^ver Cer¬ 
tain Criticism. 


Birmingham. Ala., Jan. 16.—The feat¬ 
ure of to-day’s sessions of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the Southern Cotton 
Growers* Association was the an¬ 
nouncement by President Ilorvlv Jor¬ 
dan that ho will not stand for ro-elec- 
tlon. While Mr. Jordan Is positive in 
this announcement. It Is believed that 
his decision Is the result of certain 
crttlolam that has been of his conduct 
of tho office and that If he Is Indorsed 
by tho convention he may be prevailed 
upon to accept the office for another 
tt-nn. Wait* r Clark, president of tb«- 
Mississippi association, is prominently 
mentioned as Jordan's successor. Tho 
meetings of the Executive Committee 
to-day were executive, but It Is under¬ 
stood that thG chief tioplc under discus¬ 
sion was pkimi for the formation of the 
$ 10 , 000,000 holding company to enabla 
Southern planters to store cotton and 
bold It for prices which meet their ap¬ 
proval. The first session of the con¬ 
vention will be held to-enorrow morn¬ 
ing. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Jan. J6.—[Spe- 
claLJ—The question of giving to In¬ 
diana a new constitution wfcich has 
be<*n agitated with more or lass vigor 
for the past twenty years, came before 
the Legislature to-day in the shape of 
a bill providing for amendments to the 
present Instrument or the adoptllon of 
a new one as a convention may deem 
proper. The bill was Introduced by 
Senator Wood, of Lafayette, formqr law 
partner,^ Gov. Hanly, and provides 
that tho constitutional convention shaJl 
consist of a number of delegates equal 
to the whole number of members com¬ 
posing both branches of the General 
Assembly, which would be 150. and 
that the appointment of tho delegates 
to It shall be made in the same manner 
as that In which members of tho Le$p- 
Isloturv are apportioned. Provision T» 
mode that the coturtitutlonal conven¬ 
tion shai be held in Indianapolis In the* 
hall of the House of Representatives, 
on the flrKt Monday In October next. 

A bill, which Is believed to emanate 
from the Governors office, wna Imro- 
duoed In the House, providing that all 
the State InethotUm boards be abolish¬ 
ed and that new boards, with reduced 
salaries, bs appointed by the Gover¬ 
nor. The trustees of the Institutions 
now receive $500 a year, and the new 
bill reduces the salaries to $300. Just 
what Lie purpose Is In abolishing the 
boards U not known, but it Is beUovod 
that tho Governor wants to get rid of 
some members, whom he cannot well f 
remove, in order to appoint others and ; 
thus strengthen his machine In the 
State.

Tho lobbyist lu the Indiana Legisla¬ 
ture la still to have his day, for the 
House tlda morning refused to pass 
the Anti-lobbyist BUI under a suspen¬ 
sion of ths rules and It must take Its 
regular course as a piece of legisla¬ 
tion. When the motion was mode to 
put the bill on lta paanga tho sugges¬ 
tion was met with assertions that there 
woro no lobbyists hanging around the 
Legislature, and if any numbers were 
afraid of being corrupted they had bet¬ 
ter go home and remain till the danger 
la over. 

A casual looker-on would have sup¬ 
posed that the lobby bill Is but a leg¬ 
islative joke and that very tew of the 
men who are tho arbiters of Its destiny 
treat It seriously. 

Representative Condo bo-dary Intro¬ 
duced a bill in compliance with the 
rcoommendatlona of th© Governor's 
m<raaage regarding more power for the 
Attorney General In certain case*. In 
discussing the French Lick and West 
Baden eases, the executive said that 
the State was powerlesn to act except 
through the local oderra and if they 
were Incompetent or had been corrupt¬ 
ed, It was Impossible for the State to 
secure convictions. Today's bill gives 
tho Attorney General power to Insti¬ 
tute proceedings the aim© os now exor¬ 
cised by local prosecutors or to bring 
such proceedings directly In th© * Su¬ 
preme Court. Immunity is provided for 
witnesses to ths extent that their testi¬ 
mony. given In a case, cannot bo usod 
against them In cjlmlnai prosecution. 
Toe effect of tho bill would be to give 
the Attorney General power to Institute 
proceedings against a person in any 
part of the State should the local 
prosecutor for any ruasoei fall or re¬ 
fuse to do SO.

With tho stage of tho river nearly at 
th* danger point and more rain pro 
dieted for to-day, "there Is every proa- 
pect of a flood developing In Louisville. 
The slight cold snap which developed 
Tuesday did not bring a cessation of 
the rainfall, and the river continues 
to rise at the rate of two-tenths of a 
foot per hour, causing old rlvermen to 
entertain fears that the Ohio will over¬ 
flow its banks within tho next few 
hours. Tho clouds continue to weep, 
the hope of approaching'cold weather 
has been dispelled by the Weather Man, 
and everybody Is watching the upward 
course of the river with much appre¬ 
hension. The outlook Is not pleasant. 
Judging from reports from the upper 
rlvor points. It ha almost certain that a 
flood of big proportions, accompanied 
by lues and devastation, will visit Lou¬ 
isville. 

“Even though the flood proves to be 
of smaller proportions than Is feared,“ 
said a well-known rivet-matt yesterday 
afternoon, “It will result In much loss. 
The water, which Is creeping rapidly 
up the levee, will wash gullies into the 
roadways when it falls bock to its nat¬ 
ural level, making necessary the ex¬ 
penditure of much money in making 
new roads. The people seem to be heed¬ 
ing the warning of an approaching 
deluge, and the more preparation they 
make to meet It the wiser they are. 
Many houses will be vacated when tho 
hr si floors are flooded, and in business 
places much of the stock on the flrst 
floors will bo ruined. That a floood of 
formidable proportions will develop 
soon I Ain certain."

“Point*' Threatened. 


On the * I\ ..t*‘ the river has made 
* great advance, and though the stanch 
rlvermen are loathe to admit that they 
feel apprehensive, they confess that as 
a result of the rapid rise of the river it 
Is not an improbability that many of 
them will be compelled to leave their 
homes to-day or to-morrow. In many 
ut the places miniature lakes have 
formed In the yards, n\urh to the de¬ 
light of the youngsters, who paddle 
and play In the water, not realising 
that a few* Inches more of the turbulent 
stream will flood the floors of the 
houses and force them to flea to higher 
and dryer ground. Higher and higher 
the river rises every hour, and three 
rlvermen who ore of a retrospective 
turn of mind recall the flood of IbSi. 
when the "Point" was practically wiped 
out. 

One of the residents of the “Point" 
said yesterday afternoon: 

“1 myself am fortunate enough to 
reside on ground that Is high enough 
to calm all my fears, but there are 
others who dwell In low ground near 
the river's edge, and whose homes 
surely will suffer If the river keeps ris¬ 
ing. 1 can watch these people with a 
certain feeling of disinterestedness, and 
can see that though they say: ’Oh. this 
Is nothing. A cold wind will blow- up. 
the rainil stop, and all will be over.' 
they are slyly watching the river rise, 
knowing that it won't be long before 
they and their families will be forced 
to abandon their homes."

Trouble In West End. 


At Thirty-fourth and Water streets 
the water bos entered Thirty-fourth 
street, and is rapidly going up. Once 
over the embankment, the rise of the 
river cannot bo stopped, eind the resi¬ 
dents of this section of tho city are 
waiting pate ntly now for the water to 
Oil their cellars and their flrst floors. 
Many calls for engine companies to 
porne and fight the overflow are an¬ 
ticipated to-day.

Many Watch On Levee. 


Morning, noon and night yesterday 
the lovee was dotted with the figures of 
persons curious to see the rise in the 
river, and to watch the men on the 
levee who were busy removing freight. 
The roadway at tho foot of Fourth 
avenue Is a pool of water, and truffle 
along the river front is Im pos s i b le. 
Many drivers; unable correctly to gauge 
the depth of th© water on tho roadway, 
attempted to drive thoir horses from 
Fourth avenue to Third avenue, but 
after floundering around in tho water 
for several moments, found tbemoelvcg 
compelled to turn and drive back.

Danger Line At Light Polo. 

At the foot of Fourth avenue there 
are several Iron post*, which support 
mo tracks of the Illinois Central One 
cf thfse is adorned with six elec¬ 

tric lights, and the residents and fre¬ 
quenters of the neighborhood make use 
Of It as a gauge. When the water 
raaches the bas«‘ of the post. It is 
known that the danger point has been 
reached and that It Is time to meet the 
influx of water. Yesterday people 
sjcnin und again walked to this post and 
noted the distance between it und tho 
approaching stream. The water now 
j$ but a short distance from the base 
and the upprehenslon is Increasing 
every hour.

Flood Warnings Issued.

Yesterday the steamers Taronoon und 
Tell City, running between Louisville 
and Evansville, were token out of 
service by the Government, since they 
are unable to make landings owing to 
the high stage of the river. The gang¬ 
ways of the Louisville Packet Com¬ 
pany's wharfboat, at the foot of Third 
street, are completely submerged at the 
foot, and It Is almost Impoisdble for 
teams to enter the wharfboat. Many 
of the horses bulked when the drivers 
attempted to force them through the 
water by gentle application of the 
whip, and In most cases tho drivers 
were forced to turn and drive away 
without getting or delivering their 
goods.

Ready To Leave Shipping-port. 


Last night It was said that many 
families were preparing to leave Shlp- 
plngport to-day unless the water 
abated, und a very few people Mtrt 
night had already left their homes to 
s«*ek safety eisewhere, although there 
was no immediate danger. Should the 
river reach the slxty-fo<vt mark oil 
Shlpptngp*>rt will be under water and 
all of Its inhabitants will be compelled 
to leave.

Beal estate dealers wer© kept busy 
yesterday answering inquiries for suit¬ 
able residence* in the high section of 
the city made bya^ple living on the 
river front, who expect to vacate their 
homes as a result of the Impending 
flood. The rapid and continuous rise 
of the river has resulted In the people 
living near the river believing that It 
Is a matter of but a few hours before 
their cellars and ground floors will be

Last night tho river had reached the 
curbing at SliUe and Witter street, in 
New Albany, and freight for steam¬ 
boats was put on the wharfboat over 
a long stage plank reaching under the 
railway trestle. Below th»* city the 
backwater Is over the lowlands at the 
rear of the river bottom farms, from 
the creeks, but thus far but little loss 
has been experienced. The farmers 
living along the liver below the city 
are apprehensive of a repetition of tho 
floods of over twenty years ag«\ put 
It Is hardly believed the water WUi 
come so high as then.

Senator Oglsaby lntroduoed a bill 
providing that ail children between the 
ages of glx and sixteen shall be re¬ 
quired to attend aohooi at least sixteen 
weeks In each year, or the entire ses¬ 
sion In cane of public schools, Tha 
Senate resolution requesting Informa¬ 
tion from tho Governor In regard to 
the oar situation at the State mines 
at Petros, to Which the Governor had 
not responded, occasioned considerable 
discussion. It was finally agreed that 
the clerk should convey the resolution 
to the Governor, as it was understood 
that the Governor had not been In¬ 
formed In regard to the Senate's re¬ 
quest. 

Fifteen bills were Introduced In the 
House, nearly all of them, however, be¬ 
ing local measures. Representative 
Cummings Introduced a bill for the 
creation of a reform school for the cor¬ 
rection and reformation of Juvenile 
criminals, to be known as the 'Ten¬ 
nessee Reform Bvhool."

The 
courts of the State may commit chil¬ 
dren between the ages of eight and six¬ 
teen years to the reformatory, but in 
no event Is their term there to be leas 
than the difference between their ages 
and twenty-one. The county from 
which the offender is sentenced will 
pay half of the expense of maintenance, 
the other half to be paid by the State.

Aimed At Liquor Tmffla 

Represen tat firs Holman presented a 
bill to declare It a taxable privilege for 
any person or firm to engage in ths 
busicuss or practice or habit of order¬ 
ing any intoxicants shipped to terri¬ 
tory In which th# solo thereof is In¬ 
hibited by law. when the order Is mode 
for some person other than the party 
making the order. The bill applies 
whether the order bo transmitted by 
mall, wire or verbally. The tax for 
such privilege shall be $400 per annum.

The director# of the Louisville Board 
of Trade have extended an lnvttutl"n to 
the National Out Stono Contractors' As¬ 
sociation to hold Its next annual meeting 
In l.oulrrlli*. The association Is now in 
annual session In Washington. 


Crab Orchard, Ky.. J*n. The 

work of double tracking the L. and N. 
from the Junction of the Kentucky 
Central and the Louisville and Knox¬ 
ville divisions at Sinks to the Junction 
of the Cumberland Volley and Louis¬ 
ville and Knoxville division# at Corbin, 
a distance of thirty-five miles. Is now 
being pushed In earnest. Contractors 
have established camps and are work¬ 
ing a largo force of men. grading and 
boring tunnels between Livingston and 
Foist Bernstadt. Thl# #ection. cover¬ 
ing a distance of thirteen mile# in the 
mountains of Larue county along the 
course of Little Rockcastle river, is 
one of the most dnngerou# to travel 
and most troublesome and expensive 
to traffic In the L and N. eystem. The 
many abrupt curves, steep grade# and 
numerous tunnels of the famous 
‘‘Crooked HJIT region. #o much dread¬ 
ed by railroad men. hav# led to many 
disastrous wrecks. The immense In¬ 
crease of traffic both to and from the 
coal fields In the last few years and 
the putting in of through service to th# 
South last year hav# caused this 
stretch of single Une to beoome entirety 
Inadequate to the demands made 
upon It 

The work of construction of the dou¬ 
ble track was begun last year at Sinks 
and practically completed to Living¬ 
ston. SovemJ hundred men are being 
taken on. and the management says 
th« work will be finished aa soon as 
poselbl#. This will likely be from one 
to two years. A new right of way has 
been surveyed and purchased from 
Pittsburg through East London to 
Far Is ton. The doubling of this trunk 
line, together with the butldtng of nu¬ 
merous branches, either completed or 
under course of construction. Into new 
coal and timber territories In Bell, 
Knox, Whitley. Laurel and Rockcastle 
counties, will giv# an unparalleled Im¬ 
petus to the development of South¬ 
eastern Kentucky's rich natural re¬ 
sources. Contractors are finding It a 
dltfloult matter to secure enough men 
to make up their crews. Many of those 
who are receiving men’s wages are but 
strlpllugs of boys. There has never 
been a time when there were as much 
active development and substantial 
progress being made In the part of 
Kentucky above-mentioned, as at the 
present. 

New Line Nearing Completion,

Some of 
the larger manufacturing establishments 
have already sent In checks to Mr. Shel¬ 
ley In payment of their taxes. 

For years there has been a rivalry 
among a large number of taxpayors ss 
to who shall be tho first to pay his taxes 
on the opening day of tax collections. 
Some, In order to gain the distinction of 
being the first to pay, have reached tho 
CUy Hall on the first day as early as 7 
o’clock. They range themselves In line 
In front of the Tax Receiver’s door and 
stand patiently until the office Is opened 
for business. Mr. Shelley lias always 
made It a rule to serve each taxpayer 
In his turn, no matter wlwsther he pays 
tnxes on property valued at half a million 
dollars or only a few hundred dollars. 

At the close of each day'* business the 
amount of taxes collected Is placed In 
Che hands of B. T, Schmitt, CUy Treas¬ 
urer. He said yesterday that he was In 
simp© to handle the money as fsst us It 
Is turned over to him. He received a 
check for $33.37$ yesterday from the Lou¬ 
isville Gas Company, which was the 
amount of Dividend No. 36 on city stock 
Jn the Gas Company for the six months 
ending December 31, JWjC.

A. Bradley, who mad© a 
rigid Inspection of all the dairies In thS 
city recently, discovering Ikorrlbl© condi¬ 
tions in many Instances, has been in the 
CUy Attorney's possession for some time. 
He has been so pressed with other work, 
however, that until now he has not had 
the time to go over the report When 
Dr. Allen visited Judg*; Richard* In his 
office yesterday the latter pointed to tho 
report which chanced to be In an envelope 
on the top of a huge stack of papers. 

"You come next." he said. In conse¬ 
quence of which Dr. Allen feel* encour¬ 
aged. 

Sanitary Inspection. 

Frank Nolan, Plumbing Inspector, hell 
a conference yesterday afternoon with 
Dr. M K Allen, Health Officer, relative 
to the closets In use In the Louisville pub¬ 
lic schools. Inspector Nolan has before 
expressed the opinion that they or** un¬ 
sanitary, and b© requested Dr. Allen to 
make a tour of Inspection with him, Dr 
Allen promised to do so. but no definite 
time has os yet been agreed upon Be¬ 
fore he logins an active crusade against 
the closets In use In the public schools 
Inspector Nolan wishes to secure expert 
orkulon* from plumbing Inspectors 
throughout the oountry. 

Muddy Water Germ leas. 

"River water. In Its present perturbed 
and muddy condition. Is W* apt to carry 
with it typhoid fever germ© than when 
the river Is low and the current sluggish," 
said Dr. M. K. Allen. Health Officer, yes¬ 
terday. "Some peoplf think that because 
the water Is muddy It is bound to con¬ 
tain more germs That is a mistaken 
idea, however. Mechanical agitation 
the water scatter* any germs It may con¬ 
tain and lessens the chances of contract¬ 
ing typlwld fever. Tin* constant rolling of 
the water bring* tho germ life to the 
surface, where it comes In contact with 
the light and Is killed Persons who drink 
river water In Its present condition may 

f ret more dirt than usual, tart there is 
lit!** danger of his contracting typhoid 
fever by Its use "

SOUTHWARD-GOING RAILROADS 
CAN’T CARRY FREIGHT OF¬ 
FERED. 


Plaoe Embargo On All But Perishable 
Classes—Several Causes Said 
To Be Contributory. 


According to officials of railroads with 
lines leading to Southern points, an em¬ 
bargo has been placed on all freight and 
merchandise except th© perishable va¬ 
riety out of Louisville to those places. 
The embargo went Into effsot three days 
ago and will last probably for a week. 
Tho Southern railway boa declined to ac¬ 
cept freight out of Louisville for South¬ 
ern points, a condition that has been 
made necessary, its officials say, by dou¬ 
ble-tracking operation* that are being 
conducted on the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad, one of Via connecting lines to the 
South. The condition has been aggra¬ 
vated by washout* that have occurred on 
various Southern lines during the past 
few days, and most of the railroads are 
not in a position to caro for tholr Im¬ 
mense traffic business, which at present 
Is said to be tho heaviest known for 
years. 

"Tho situation In Eastern Kentucky.** 
said an official of the Southern railway 
last night. "Is a serious one In the mat¬ 
ter of freight shipments. There have 
been a number of washouts. This, com¬ 
bined with the shortage of cars and loco¬ 
motives on some of the roads, has made 
It Impossible to caro for the traffic."
